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PIICC:  Academic  Autonomy 


Following  is  a  copy  of  a  speech 
presented  to  the  faculty  here  last 
Monday  March  26  by  Dr.  Charles 
H.  Lawshe,  Purdue  vice- 
president  for  regional  campus 
administration.  It  spells  out  the 
progress  of  efforts  to  get 
autonomy  and  eventually  will 
affect  all  future  students  at  this 
campus. 

"Threeyearsago,  in  March  1970, 
I  appeared  before  this  body  and 
discussed  academic  autonomy  as 
a  goal  ultimately  to  be  attained 
by  the  Calumet  Faculty.  At  that 
time,  I  reviewed  details  of  the 
evolution  and  development  of  this 
campus,  which,  like  its  sister 
regional  campuses,  had  its 
beginnings  as  an  extension 
center.  In  my  remarks  I 
discussed: 

-the  growth  of  the  student 
body, 

-the  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  faculty, 

-the  degree  programs 
currently  authorized  by  the 
T  rustees, 

-the  evolution  of  your 
operating  budget,  and 
-the  development  of 
facilities  including  those 
planned  for  the  future. 

I  also  listed  a  number  of  what  I 
called  "land  marks"  in  the 
development  of  this  campus  and  I 
discussed  what  seemed  to  me  to 
be  the  next  logical  step  in  this 
evolutionary  process.  At  that 
time  I  said,  in  part 

"It  is  my  considered 
judgment  that  your  Regional 
Campus,  along  with  the 
others,  is  rapidly  approaching 
the  time  when  it  should  be 
extended  academic  in¬ 
dependence  by  the  total 
Faculty  of  the  University. 
This  Calumet  Faculty  has 
passed  through  the  periods  of 
gestation,  birth,  and  early 
childhood.  It  is  now  leaving 
the  period  of  adolescence  and 
is  facing  the  absolute  cer¬ 
tainty  of  adult  maturity. 

In  my  view,  academic 
maturity  has  already  been 
attained  by  several  of  your 
Sections.  It  is  also  my  view 
that  the  Lafayette  faculty 
climate,  among  the  various 
departments  and  schools  of 
the  University,  is  such  that  the 
^severance  of  existing  ties  can 
be  achieved  without  trauma  in 
the  near  future  —  provided  an 
orderly,  carefully  devised 
plan  is  inaugurated  and 
pursued  in  an  unhurried 
fashion." 

"I  thereforepropose  and 
request  that  this  Regional 
Campus  Faculty,  in  concert 
with  the  other  three,  join  with 
me  in  a  unified,  programmed 
approach  to  this  matter.  I 
propose  that  we  achieve  our 
goal  no  later  than  June  1973." 
"Following  my  presentation, 
this  body  gave  me  a  vote  of 
confidence  when  it  adopted  a 
resolution  which  supported  the 
plan  "in  principle"  and  when  it 
designated  a  member  of  your 
Faculty  to  participate  in  the 
Committee  for  the  Study  of 


Regional  Campus  Faculty 
Autonomy  which  I  subsequently 
created." 

"The  committee  worked 
diligenlty  and  contributed 
materially  to  conceptualizing 
academic  autonomy  in  a 
meaningful  and  viable  way. 

"As  you  are  all  aware,  some 
eighteen  months  ago,  the 
judgment  was  made  that  we 
should  delay  our  program  until 
our  new  President  had  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  study  and  evaluate 
the  plans  that  were  under 
development." 

"About  two  months  ago  we  were 
successful  in  getting  our  program 
reactivated,  and  the  Committee 
was  again  called  into  session.  The 
result  was  that  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  last  week 
(March  21),  an  enabling 
resolution  was  adopted,  and  I 
wish  to  discuss  its  substance  with 
you  today.  I  have  with  me  copies 
of  the  ful  text  of  the  resolutin 
which  will  be  available  for 
distribution  at  the  close  of  my 
remarks. 

The  Board's  resolution  is 
enabling  in  the  sense  that  it 
specifies,  in  board  policy 
statements,  the  condiditons 
under  which  the  Trustees  will 
entertain  an  academic  proposal 
from  this  campus. 

First,  let  me  point  out  a  very 
important  change  in  the  legal 
management  structure  of  public 
higher  education  in  the  State  of 
Indiana.  From  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  legislation 
creating  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
1869,  they  have  been  authorized 
"todoanyandall  things  necessary 
to  operate  and  maintain  a 
University."  Two  years  ago  the 
Indiana  General  Assembly 
created  the  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  and,  in  doing  so,  trans¬ 
ferred  certain  powers  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  the  Com¬ 
mission.  One  of  these  transferred 
powers  which  is  cogent  in  this 
context  is  the  power  to  authorize 
new  degrees  and  curricula. 

Since  its  creation,  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  spoken  on  the  whole 
matter  of  graduate  work  and  its 
future  development  in  the  State. 
The  upshot  is  that,  for  the  time 
being,  graduate  work  has  been 
excluded  from  our  autonomy 
plans.  The  Board  policy  states 
that: 

"For  the  forseeable  future, 
academic  control  of  all 
graduate  degrees  offered  in 
whole  or  in  part  on  the 
Regional  Campuses  will 
continue  to  be  vested  in  the 
Graduate  School  in  conjunction 
with  the  several  schools  of  the 
University." 

All  other  constraints  on  faculty 
activity,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Trustee  action,  eminate  from 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  the 
student  who  moves  between 
Purdue  Campuses  and  from 
concern  for  the  public  image  that 
will  be  created  for  the  University 
if  student  welfare  is  not  respected 
in  this  regard. 

The  Trustee  resolution  speaks 


to  three  classes  of  transfer 
situations.  The  first  of  these  deals 
with  a  student  who  is  enrolled  in  a 
degree  program  on  one  Purdue 
Campus  and  who  takes  casual 
courses  at  another  campus.  An 
example  is  the  student  who  is 
pursuing  a  degree  on  the  West 
Lafayette  Campus,  whose 
residence  is  in  this  geographic 
area,  and  who  elects  to  take  a 
course  here  during  the  summer. 
He  has  no  intention  of  trans¬ 
ferring  to  your  campus  but 
simply  wants  to  expedite  his 
progress  at  West  Lafayette.  With 
respect  to  this  class  of  situation, 
the  trustee  policy  reads  as 
follows: 

"Students  who  earn  credit 
at  one  Purdue  University 
Campus  may,  upon  request, 
have  that  credit  recorded  at 
another  campus." 

The  second  class  of  cir¬ 
cumstances  is  that  in  which  your 
campus  does  not  offer  the  degree 
but  the  "West  Lafayette  Campus 
does,  and  a  significant  number  of 
students  pursue  one  or  two  years 
here  prior  to  transferring  to  the 
campus  where  the  degree  is 
awarded.  The  terminology, 
"transfer  program",  in  contrast 
to  "transfer  student"  applies  in 
this  instance.  Obviously,  if  the 
student  is  to  be  protected,  some 
degree  of  control  must  be  vested 
in  that  faculty  which  ultimately 
recommends  the  student  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
awarding  of  the  degree.  The 
Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Agriculture  involves  the  largest 
number  of  students  in  this  kind  of 
situation.  There  must  be  careful 
programming  of  courses  for  the 
first  two  years  as  well  as 
academic  counseling  closely 
linked  to  the  School  of 
Agriculture  Faculty.  The  Board's 
policy  is  as  follows: 

"Transfer  programs  are  to 
be  encouraged  and  will 
remain  under  the  academic 
control  of  the  faculty  granting 
the  degree." 

The  third  class  of  transfer 
situation  is  the  one  which  obtains 
when  two  campuses  provide  the 
same  degree  opportunities  and  a 
student  on  one  campus  physically 
transfers  to  the  other.  Here  we 
must  be  certain  that  arbitrary 
and  capricious  requirements  do 
not  unreasonably  impede  the 
student  in  his  progress  toward  his 
goal.  On  the  other  hand  no 
thinking  person  would  expect 
that  an  individual  who  has  taken 
seven  semesters  on  one  campus 
necessarily  be  guaranteed  that 
he  could  complete  the  degree  on 
another  campus  in  one  more 
semester.  In  developing  a  policy 
for  recommendation  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  we  asked  "Where  is 
the  reasonable  mid  point  in  this 
kind  of  situation;  what  is  a 
reasonable  guarantee  to  the 
student?" 

After  extensive  discussion  with 
the  academic  deans  and  others 
we  concluded  that  two  semesters 
toward  an  associate  degree  and 
four  semesters  toward  a  bac¬ 
calaureate  degree  was  an  ac¬ 


ceptable  answer.  In  arriving  at 
this  conclusion,  we  were  mindful 
of  the  relatively  large  number  of 
electives  in  most  curricula,  and 
we  believe  these  limits  impose  no 
hardship  on  any  faculty  but  at  the 
same  time,  speak  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  student.  The 
specific  policy  reads: 

"A  student  in  good  standing 
who  transfers  into  the  same 
program  on  another  campus 
will  be  protected  against  loss 
of  time  for  a  maximum  of  two 
semesters  for  an  associate 
degree  and  for  four  semesters 
for  a  baccalaureate  degree." 

The  final  policy  statement  was 
included  to  keep  the  total 
University  out  of  trouble,  par¬ 
ticularly  insofar  as  our  public 
image  is  concerned.  In  my 
considered  judgment,  it  could 
ruin  us  politically  if  a  student  who 
was  dropped  for  academic 
reasons  at  one  campus  and  who 
found  that  he  could  not  re-enter 
there  discovered  that  he  could  re¬ 
enter  at  another  Purdue  Campus. 
Some  kind  of  coordinating 
mechanism  between  the  campus 
faculities  will  be  necessary  to 
avoid  this  kind  of  situation.  The 
Board  policy  states: 

"The  Faculties  of  the 
several  campuses  of  the 
University  shall  maintain 
identical  standards  for  con¬ 
tinuance  in  good  standing  and 
for  the  re-admission  of 
students  who  are  dropped." 
This  is  the  substance  of  the 
enabling  legislation  which,  as  I 
indicated  earlier,  is  detailed  in 
these  documents  which  are 
available  for  distribution.  The 
Board  resolution  says: 

IT  IS  RESOLVED:  That  this 
Board  of  Trustees  will  give 
serious  consideration  to 
formal  proposals  for  such 
academic  autonomy  with 
respect  to  undergraduate 
matters  provided  they  are 
submitted  through  ap¬ 
propriate  channels  and 
provided. ..they  are  consistent 
with  these  five  policies. 

I  shall  repeat  them  for 
emphasis: 

For  the  forseeable  future, 
academic  control  of  all 
graduate  degrees  offered  in 


whole  or  in  part  on  the 
Regional  Campuses  will 
continue  to  be  vested  in  the 
Graduate  School  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  several 
schools  of  the  University. 

Students  who  earn  credit  at 
one  Purdue  University 
Campus  may,  upon  request, 
have  that  credit  recorded  at 
another  campus. 

Transfer  programs  are  to 
be  encouraged  and  will 
remain  under  the  academic 
control  of  the  faculty  granting 
the  degree. 

A  student  in  good  standing 
who  transfers  into  the  same 
program  on  another  campus 
will  be  protected  against  loss 
of  time  for  a  maximum  of  two 
semesters  for  an  associate 
degree  and  for  four  semesters 
for  a  baccalaureate  degree. 

The  Faculties  of  the 
several  campuses  of  the 
University  shall  maintain 
identical  standards  for  con¬ 
tinuance  in  good  standing  and 
for  the  re-admission  of 
students  who  are  dropped. 

I  will  be  calling  the  Committee 
for  the  Study  of  Regional  Campus 
Faculty  Autonomy  into  session  as 
soon  as  possible  to  conclude  the 
Committee's  work. 

The  Board  resolution  provides 
that  your  campus  autonomy 
proposal  consist  of  two  parts:  the 
academic  plan  and  the 
organization  structure  plan.  In 
the  near  future  we  will  transmit 
to  your  Dean  the  criteria  and 
guidelines  to  be  utilized  in  the 
preparation  of  these  plans. 

When  I  spoke  to  you  three  years 
ago  I  said,  "My  major  personal 
goal,  as  I  approach  my  man- 
dantory  retirement  date  is  to 
bring  about  regional  campus 
academic  autonomy."  I  asked 
you  to  take  certain  actions  which 
you  did.  We  had  an  interruption 
which  was  unavoidable.  We  did 
not  meet  our  earlier  target  date; 
however,  all  this  is  now  behind 
us. 

It  remains  only  for  the  Calumet 
Campus  to  come  forward  with  a 
viable  proposal  and  the  goal 
which  we  mutually  seek  will 
have  been  achieved. 


Dr.  Boyd  Keenan,  consultant  to  a  governance  subcommittee 
of  the  Indiana  Commission  for  Higher  Education,  will  be  on  the 
Calumet  Campus  on  Monday,  April  16,  to  interview  faculty, 
students,  and  staff  members  on  issues  relating  to  operations  of 
Purdue  University  campuses  in  those  areas  of  the  state  where 
both  institutions  maintain  such  operations. 

The  Commission  for  Higher  Education  is  a  state  agency 
responsible  for  the  planning  and  coordination  of  all  publicly 
supported  postsecondary  education  in  Indiana  under  a  1971 
statuate.  The  three-person  Subcommittee  on  Governance  is 
chaired  by  Curtis  Huber,  Evansville. 

The  subcommittee  has  engaged  Dr.  Keenan,  Professor  of 
Political  Science  at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Chicago  Circle 
and  former  deputy  director  of  the  Illinois  Board  of  Higher 
Education,  to  assist  it  in  gathering  data  for  a  study  requested  by 
the  full  commission. 

Dr.  Keenan  will  be  in  Room  C321  from  8:30-a.m.  until  12:00 
noon  on  April  16.  He  is  eager  to  interview  faculty,  students,  and 
staff  members  singly  or  in  groups  who  would  like  to  provide 
opinions  on  governance  and  operations  issues.

EDITORIAL 

In  response  to  the  LETTERS  from  Dennis  Marlow  and 
Timothy  Porsche,  I  must  say  that  I  regret  the  entire  incident.  I 
cannot  rationalize  my  way  out  of  this  situation.  So,  I  must 
accept  the  wrist  slapping  and  continue.  However,  I  would  like 
to  add  that  the  NEXUS  is  not  entirely  atfault. 

After  receiving  the  LETTERS  from  Marlow  and  Porsche,  I 
checked  around  a  bit.  I  found  a  few  interesting  items. 

First:  The  reporter  that  was  sent  to  do  the  story  did  not 
receive  this  special  information  concerning  student  tickets. 
The  subject  of  "everyone  pays  at  the  door"  became  known 
only  on  opening  night. 

Second:  The  theater  company  was  unaware  of  this  policy. 
"The  Crucible'"s  director  was  surprised  to  find  students  being 
turned  away  when  there  were  empty  seats.  But  there  was 
nothing  that  could  be  done  -  the  gentleman  who  sold  the 
tickets  had  his  orders  from  the  Bursar's  Office. 

And  Finally:  The  Box  Office  (the  Information  Office  in  the 
SFLC)  produced  a  set  of  rules  -  issued  by  the  Bursar's  Office  - 
that  governed  the  sale  of  tickets.  1  was  surprised  to  find  no 
mention  of  this  "everyone  pays  at  the  door"  rule. 

When  I  talked  to  the  Bursar's  Office,  I  was  told  the  rule  was 
the  standard  operating  procedure.  It's  always  been  that  way. 

So,  Mr.  Marlow,  and  Mr.  Porsche,  and  the  many  other 
students,  and  the  theater  company,  and  the  Box  Office,  and  the 
NEXUS  received  somewhat  of  a  shock  at  opening  night. 
Although  it's  always  been  that  way,  an  awful  lot  of  people 
didn't  know  what  was  going  on.

In  continuing  in  this  wrist  slapping  vein,  I  must  add  another 
apology  to  this  editorial. 

In  the  last  issue,  there  was  a  story  entitled,  "Why  I'm  A

Now  it 
does  not  seem  fair  to  make 
students  pay  a  double  price  when 
already  they  pay  an  outrageous 
fee  to  begin  with.

A  dollar  fifty  means  a  lot  when 
you're  going  to  school  on  a  loan 
and  several  dollar-fifties  can  add 
up  to  a  new  textbook  or  the 
newspaper  for  a  few  weeks.

Their  attitude  toward  their 
employees  is  passed  on  down 
to  you  the  student. 

The  whole  campus  suffers. 

Why  a  contract  was  given  to 
a  Book  Co.  centered  in 
Nebraska  (what  was  that 
state  again?)  is  beyond  my 
comprehension.  All  book 
orders  must  go  through  their 
office  and  warehouse 
(located  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska, 
of  course). 

This  takes  time.  Too  much 
time. 

It  seems  logical  to  have 
awarded  this  "gold  mine"  to  a 
company  more  centrally 
located  (and  that  doesn't 
mean  California).  The 
Chicago  area  has  many  fine 
book  companies  that  could 
surely  handle  the  volume  and 
services  necessary  at  PUCC 
far  more  efficiently  (well, 
they  couldn't  get  worse!). 

If  you  doubt  my  wisdom,  get 
out  a  map  and  check  the 
distances  between  Hammond, 
Indiana  and  Lincoln, 
Nebraska. 

As  for  the  employment 
practices  of  the  Calumet  Shop 
(or  should  I  say  un¬ 
employment  practices)  of- 
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ficial  machinery  has  already 
been  set  in  motion.  There  is  a 
veritable  wealth  of  in 
formation  collected  over  the 
past  year  in  the  form  of 
complaints  of  one  form  or 
another.  The  problem  has 
been  that  those  who  have  felt 
oppressed  have  not  gone 
through  the  proper  channels 
and  have  been  reluctant  to 
make  unfair  practices  known. 

The  period  of  "grace"  has 
ended. 

One  bookstore  was  "evic¬ 
ted"  by  student  ire,  our 
present  one  is  no  different. 

Purdue  University  never 
enters  a  contract  unless  there 
is  an  exit  at  any  given  point  for 
services  rendered  (Or  rather, 
services  not  rendered). 
Therefore,  the  situation  can  be 
rectified  abruptly. 

Send  a  letter  to  my  lawyer. 

"You're  awfully  shy  for  a 
lawyer." 

"You  bet  -  I'm  a  shyster 
lawyer! !" 

The  bookstore  committee 
owes  the  student  body 
(whoever  she  is)  an  inquiry 
into  the  situation  at  the 
bookstore.  ( It  might  make  the

Interview  with  Dr.  Shoup 

Abortion  and  Women's  Lib

The  controvery  surrounding 
abortion  and  women's  liberation 
prompted  me  to  interview  Dr. 

Jane  R.  Shoup,  associated 
professor  of  Biology  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  lecture  and  assembly 
committee. 

CSS:  Dr.  Shoup,  there  seems  to 
be  a  lot  of  controversy  over 
abortion  here  at  PUCC.  What  are 
your  views? 

Dr.  Shoup:  Abortion  ought  to  be 
available  to  every  woman  who 
wants  it.  I  think  abortion  is  un¬ 
desirable  and  it  certainly  isn't  a 
satisfactory  means  of  birth- 
control.  But  since  we  don't  have  a 
completely  reliable  means  of 
birth  control,  we  must  have  a 
backstop  because  women  do  get 
pregnant.  I  just  don't  think 
anyone  has  the  right  to  tell  a 
woman  whether  or  not  she  should 
have  a  child. 

CSS:  I  am  sure  you  have  seen 
those  Right-To-Life  pictures  and 
heard  that  when  a  doctor  per¬ 
forms  an  abortion  the  fetus  will 
cry  after  it  has  been  removed.  As 
a  scientist,  how  do  you  see  this? 

Dr.  Shoup:  Some  of  those 
pictures  circulated  by  the  Right- 
To-Life  groups  are  of  fetuses 
more  developed  than  they  claim. 

When  a  D&Cor  vacuum  method  is 
used  for  an  abortion  during  the 
first  three  months,  the  fetus  is 
only  around  an  inch  or  so  and  it 
certainly  does  not  cry.  I  just  don't 
like  to  argue  the  point  on  an 
emotional  level.  I  would  never 
tell  a  woman  she  should  have  an 
abortion — that  is  strictly  a 
personal  decision.  If  a  woman 
feels  she  can  handle  an  abortion 
emotionally,  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  state  should  have  a  hand  in 
that  decision.  That,  to  me,  is  an 
aberration  of  civil  liberty. 

CSS:  What  about  your  work  in 
the  National  Organization  of 
Women? 

Dr.  Shoup:  I'm  not  a  member, 
but  I  have  been  to  meetings.  I 
certainly  support  the  main  thrust 
of  their  work.  I  do  think,  though, 
they  sometimes  get  off  on  silly 
tangents.  I  feel  that  every  woman 
should  have  the  opportunity  to  do 
what  she  wants  and  not  be  forced 
into  the  role  of  wifeand  mother,  if 
she  doesn't  choose  to  do  so. 

On  the  whole,  I  do  think  women 
do  get  the  short  end  of  the  stick.  I 
know  I've  found  it  in  my  career. 

When  I  was  in  graduate  school,  I 
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was  married  and  pregnant  when 
I  took  my  "prelims".  They  asked 
me  if  I  was  really  serious  about 
getting  a  P.H.D.  I  said  if  I  wasn't 
serious  about  getting  it,  why 
would  I  go  through  the  really 
hard  prelims? 

CSS:  You  are,  then,  a  working 
mother.  How  do  you  work  and 
raise  your  children  at  the  same 
time? 

Dr.  Shoup:  My  oldest  daughter, 
who  is  seven,  goes  to  Porter 
School  and  my  youngest  is  in 
Montessori  school.  I  have  worked 
since  the  time  they  were  born. 
At  first,  I  had  some  serious 
misgivings  about  leaving  them  to 
go  out  and  work.  I  had  grown  up 
with  that  stereotype  that  the 
mother  should  be  in  the  home 
when  the  children  are  very 
young.  I've  come  to  change  my 
opinion  while  watching  my  own 
children  develop.  It  also  depends 
entirely  on  the  situation.  I  think 
my  children  are  more  in¬ 
dependent  than  the  average 
child.  Of  course,  my  job  isn't  the 
average  eight-to-five  job  and  my 
home  is  only  six  blocks  away.  I  do 
think  that  some  people  are  better 
equipped  to  deal  with  young 
children  than  others.  This  may  be 
self-criticism  but,  I  feel  the  in¬ 
struction  my  youngest  daughter 
is  getting  is  so  much  better  than 
what  I  could  give  her. 

I  think  I  am  doing  the  best 
possible  job  with  my  children.  My 
husband  and  I  try  to  make  the 
most  of  the  time  we  have  with  our 
children.  You  can't  really  give 
one  answer  for  something  like 
this.  This  particular  arrangement 
seems  to  work  for  us. 

CSS:  Getting  back  to  women  in 
general,  what  is  your  opinion  on 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment? 

Dr.  Shoup:  I  hope  it  passes. 

CSS:  But  what  about  the  other 
amendments  tc^  the  constitution 
and  labor  laws,  etc.?  Sometimes 
it  seems  as  if  the  country  is 
amendment-happy.  When  a 
problem  arises  let's  just  draft  an 
amendment.  What  about  this? 

Dr.  Shoup:  We've  had  the 
amendments  and  the  laws  and 
women  are  still  being 
discriminated  against.  So  ap¬ 
parently,  we  need  something  on 
the  books  to  change  people's 
thoughts.  I  think  a  lot  of  times 


constitutional  amendments  are 
more  educational  and  change 
people's  opinion.  Traditionally, 
we  have  thought  woman's  place 
is  homemaker  and  servant  of 
man.  In  order  to  change  these 
people,  we  need  something  legal 
to  change  their  thought  patterns. 

CSS:  This  year  the  new  course. 
Biology  21 1 -212-Social  Impact 
Biology,  has  become  a  reality. 
How  is  the  course  working  and 
what  are  your  thoughts  about  it? 

Dr.  Shoup:  This  is  a  totally  new 
experience  for  me.  This  course 
will  need  time  to  perfect  itself. 
This  course  is  awfully  dependent 
on  the  students.  Most  of  these 
students  are  used  to  the 
traditional  classroom  note  taking 
and  exams.  It  is  very  hard  to 
buck  against  the  trained-in 
system  of  notes,  exams,  lectures, 
etc. 

I  try  to  get  students  interested 
in  a  problem  of  their  own 
choosing)  and  delve  into  it.  Since 
this  is  on  their  own,  I  can't  make 
students  do  it. 

At  this  point,  students  can  get 
off  with  a  minimal  amount  of 
work.  This  gives  me  a  very  dif¬ 
ficulttime  when  I  grade.  The  real 
measurement  or  grade  of  the 
student  is  what  attitude  the 
student  will  have  ten  years  from 
now.  How  aware  or  involved  the 
student  becomes  in  his  later  life 
is  the  true  measurement  of  the 
course's  value. 

I've  had  a  lot  of  enjoyment  with 
this  class — and  I  have  learned  a 
lot  of  things  from  it.  I  think  it  will 
be  a  success.

The  promotions  of  10  faculty 
members  at  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus  were  an¬ 
nounced  today.

The  PUCC  promotions  include 
one  associate  professor  moving 
up  to  the  rank  of  full  professor, 
eight  assistant  professors  ad¬ 
vancing  to  the  status  of  associate 
professor,  and  one  instructor 
oecoming  assistant  professor. 

Dr.  Elliott  pointed  out  that  the 
nine  men  and  one  woman  on  the 
promotion  roster  have  demon¬ 
strated  excellent  teaching  ability 
as  well  as  other  qualities  to  earn 
their  advancements. 

Dr.  Richard  L.  Gonzales  was 
named  professor  of  electrical 
engineering.  A  PUCC  faculty 
member  since  1969,  he  has 
carried  out  extensive  research  in 
the  fields  of  aeronautics  and 
space. 

Last  summer  he  received  a 
research  fellowship  from  NASA 
and  the  American  Society  for 
Engineering  Education  for  a 
project  at  the  NASA  Ames 
Research  Center  in  California. 
His  project  involves  computer 
research  related  to  off-loading  of 
large  computer  systems  by 
utilizing  a  network  of  mini¬ 


computers.  It  is  aimed  at 
developing  NASA's  satellite  date 
network. 

He  has  had  other  NASA 
fellowships  in  the  past  summers 
to  work  on  developing  the 
mechanism  of  the  Apollo 
spacecraft.  A  graduate  of 
Bradley  University,  he  also 
earned  a  master's  degree  in 
electrical  engineering  there  and 
served  on  the  electrical 
engineering  faculty  for  nine 
years.  In  1966  he  was  awarded  a 
doctor  degree  in  electrical 
engineering  by  the  University  of 
Illinois.

the  country,  has  been  bought  by 
the  Jackson  Five. 

"The  last  small  farmer  has 
given  up  and  retired.  General 
Mills  now  owns  all  the  farms  in 
America.  ITT  announced  that 
telephone  service  will  resume  in 
Illinois  next  month. 

"In  Chicago,  the  entire  city 
council  has  been  indicted  by  the 
Justice  Department.  Mayor 
Hanrahan  called  it  a  political 
smear.  Alabama  has  executed 
everyone  on  death  row.  This  was 
made  possible  after  President 
Nixon  overruled  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  to  ban  the  death 
penalty.  President  Nixon  also 
claimed  executive  privilege  when 
he  announced  plans  to  run  for  a 
third  term,  in  spite  of  the  Con- 
stituion." 

She  then  askedme  what  paper  I 
wrote  for,  and  then  she  told  me, 
"I  see,  in  the  Nexus,  a  story  about 
the  PUCC  basketball  team.

"O"  Building  Ready

Purdue  Calumet's  new 
Classroom  -  Office  Building  on 
Woodmar  Avenue,  in  its  final 
stages  of  construction  and  getting 
its  last  few  finishing  touches,  is 
expected  to  be  fully  completed  in 
a  few  days,  and  will  open  its  foors 
to  administrators,  faculty  and 
students. 

According  to  Associate  Dean 
Richard  Combs,  landscaping  and 
sidewalk  contracts  have  already 
been  awarded.  These  walks 
leading  to  the  SFLC  and  Gyte 
Buildings  will  be  done  shortly. 
Telephone  service  and  other 
electrical  equipments  are 
presently  being  installed.  The 
Physical  Plant  staff  is  readying 
the  entire  building  and  polishing 
up  the  floors.  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  for  furniture  placements 
are  also  in  progress. 

Dean  Combs,  who  helped  plan 
the  building  said  that  the  three- 
story  stucture  has  a  total  floor 
area  of  57,000  square  feet,  which 
certainly  is  a  tremendous 


amount  of  space  for  classrooms 
and  offices. 

There  are  thirteen  classrooms 
and  a  lecture  room  on  the  ground 
floor.  On  the  second  floor  are  53 
faculty  offices  from  six  depart¬ 
ments;  Philosophy,  Com¬ 
munications,  Political  Science, 
English,  Modern  Languages  and 
History;  nine  secretarial  offices; 
office  space  for  graduate 
students,  five  small  conference 
rooms  and  a  small  faculty 
lounge.  On  the  top  floor  are  the 
administrative  and  secretarial 
offices;  two  conference  rooms,  a 
trustees'  room  and  another  large 
conference  room.  Parking  space 
will  be  available  for  visitors. 
Additonal  parking  space  for 
students  and  faculty  will  not  be 
necessary. 

It  is  now  just  a  matter  of  days 
before  PUCC's  new  Classroom  - 
Office  Building  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy.  When  that  time 
comes  —  that's  one  more 
achievement  this  year.  What's

Where  your  Parking  Dollar  goes 


by  George  Kapnas 

If  you  are  curious  as  to  what  your  parking  fees  are 
allocated  for,  and  who  al  locates  them,  then  this  article  will  be 
of  interest.  These  facts  and  figures  as  well  as  questionnaire 
excerpts  were  provided  by  Mr.  E.  L.  Andrews. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  paid  parking  account  for  the  1971-72 
fiscal  year  is  as  follows:

As  of  March  7,  capital  ex¬ 
penditures  of  $60,000  for  the 
improvement  of  the  south 
parking  lots  are  planned  for 
the  1972-73  fiscal  year. 

In  1971  the  Student  Congress 
prepared  a  questionnaire 
relating  to  parking  fees.  I 
have  included  here  a  few 
^selected  questions  along  with 


the  Business  Manager's 
responses.  If  you  wish  to 
examine  the  questionnaire 
and  answers  (4  pages  total)  in 
full,  you  may  contact  me 
throdgh  the  SCOPE  office. 

1.  QUESTION:  "Where  do 
the  parking  fees  go?" 

RESPONSE:  Parking  in¬ 
come  consisting  of  permit 


sales,  meter  income,  and  fine 
payments  is  deposited  to  the 
Calumet  Campus  Parking 
Income  Account. 

2.  QUESTION.  "What  can 
collected  parking  fees  be 
allocated  for?" 

RESPONSE:  All  income 
obtained  from  a  paid  parking 
program  including  parking 
permit  fees,  meter  income, 
daily  fees,  fines,  etc.,  should 
be  committed  to:  (a)  meeting 
the  capital  costs  of  the 
program  including  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  necessary  additional 
land,  improvement  of  land 
and  areas  for  parking,  con¬ 
struction  of  parking  struc¬ 
tures,  installation  and 
maintenance  of  meters,  gates 
and  other  control  devices  and 
maior  rehabilitation  to 
parking  facilities,  and  (b) 
paying  the  operational  costs 
for  future  parking  structures. 
Regional  Campus  Parking 
Policy,  adopted  by  Board  of 
Trustees  on  June  3,  1967. 

3.  QUESTION:  "Who 

determines  what  fees  can  be 
allocated  for?" 

RESPONSE:  The  Dean  of 
the  Calumet  Campus  may 
request  allocations  within  the 
guidelines  contained  in  the 
Regional  Campus  Parking 
Policy,  (Reference  item  2). 
Final  approval  of  allocations 
is  vested  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

5.  QUESTION:  "Who  can 
request  money  from  the 


parking  fee  fund?" 

RESPONSE:  Reference 

item  3  above.  Further,  it 
should  be  noted  that  Calumet 
Campus  parking  income  may 
only  be  expended  for  the 
Calumet  Campus  parking 
program. 

8.  QUESTION:  "Is  there  a 
separate  budget  for  parking 
facilities?  If  yes,  who 
prepares  it?  Who  okays  it? 
What  has  money  been 
allocated  for  in  the  1970-71 
year,  and  how  much?  What 
are  the  individual  assets  and 
liabilites?  If  no  what  budget 
are  parking  assets  and 
liabilities  considered  in?  What 
are  the  individual  assets  and 
liabilities  for  the  1970-71 
year?" 

RESPONSE:  The  Regional 
Campus  Parking  Policy 

requires  that  "all  operating, 
administration  and  en¬ 
forcement  costs,  except  for 
parking  structures,  should  be 
paid  from  budgeted  operating 
funds."  Therefore,  the 
Physical  Plant  and  Safety  8. 
Security  operating  budgets 
provide  funds  for  parking 
facilities.  These  budgets  are 
prepared  by  the  Director  of 
Buildings  &  Grounds  and  the 
Chief  of  Safety  &  Security.  The 
budgets  are  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  These 
budgets  are  funded  from 
general  operating  ap¬ 
propriations  which  exclude 
parking  income.  Specifically, 


operating  funds  are  provided 
from  maintenance  of  parking 
facll  ities  and  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  enforcement 
of  the  parking  program  and 
facility  expenses,  there  are  no 
specific  allocations  in  the 
budgets  for  parking  program 
and  facility  expenses.  These 
expenses  are  considered  as 
regular  operating  expenses. 
The  fund  balance  in  the 
Calumet  Campus  Parking 
Income  Account  as  of  January 
31,  1971  was  $210,125.83.  There 
are  no  liabilities  against  this 
fund  balance.  The  non¬ 
operating  expenditures  paid 
from  the  Parking  Income 
Account  during  the  1970-71 
year  have  been  as  follows:

16.  QUESTION:  "Why  were 
31  spaces  converted  to  "A" 
spaces  when  there  was  a 
shortage  of  "B"  spaces?" 

RESPONSE:  The  Fall 
Semester  1970  Survey  in¬ 
dicated  that  there  existed  a 
shortage  of  approximately  30 
"A"  spaces.  This  resulted  in 
30  "B"  spaces  being 

redesignated  "A".  There  did 
not  exist  a  shortage  of  "B" 
spaces  nor  did  this 
redesignation  result  in  such  a 
shortage. 


Rev.  Arnold  Ridgell  on  Profile

The  unmistakable 
Reverend  Arnold  Ridgell.  How 
does  one  come  to  know  him?  I'm 
not  sure  that  anyone  does.  But 
what  you  can  know  of  him  is 
given  to  you  freely.  Arnold  gives, 
he  is  generous  with  his  concern. 
The  Reverend  Ridgell  is  a 
knower  and  an  espouser  of 
AGAPE.  (Find  out  what  it  is.  It  is 
beautiful.) 

Arnold;  born  in  East  Chicago, 
Indiana.  A  Region  Person.  A  man 
born  and  raised  in  the  Region  and 
attuned  to  its  problems.  One  of 
the  rare  people  who  remain  here 
to  help  and  to  change.  Most 
people  run  away  from  the 
"ugliness"  of  the  Calumet  area. 


The  faculty  and  the  community  think  (jour 
virgin  ears  and  eyes  are  a  so  untouched 
that  it  is  the  worst  crime  in  PUCCS  history 
to  bring  a  transsexual  to  the  Region.

But  not  Arnold  ...  a  man  to  be 
respected. 

A  senior  at  Washington  High 
School,  Arnold  faced  what  he  saw 
as  only  2  alternatives  —  the  army 
or  Inland  Steel.  Before  even 
graduating,  Arnold  chose  the 
army  ...  for  four  years  1952  - 
1956.  He  served  in  the  Korean 
War  and  "served"  in  a  hospital  in 
Japan  for  6  months  —  jaundice 
with  hepatitis  infections. 

1957  —  after  spending  nearly  a 
year  in  Washington,  D.C.  since  it 
was  one  of  the  most  segregated 
cities  in  the  United  States,  Arnold 
returned  to  the  Region.  He 
married  a  fine  lady  (originally 
from  Birmingham,  Alabama), 
took  up  residence  once  again  in 
Indiana  Harbor,  and  moved 
finally  to  Hammond  in  1960. 

He  worked  for  the  Post  Office 
for  12  years  —  1957  1969  and  one 

day  in  1959  Arnold  was  struck 
with  an  excruciating  pain  in  his 
legs  while  delivering  the  mail. 
The  pain  was  polio  and  it  almost 
killed  him.  Thankful  for  his  life, 
Arnold  began  getting  involved 
with  helping  others.  He  started 
working  with  the  younger  kids  in 
his  neighborhood  .  .  .  just  taking 
in  and  taking  care  of  kids  who 
were  lost  and  alone. 

At  first,  the  more  Arnold 
learned  about  the  problems  of  the 
black  people  the  angrier  he 
became.  For  awhile  he  was  bitter 
and  radical.  But  soon  he  realized 
how  limited  he  was  by  his  hate 
and  he  changed  in  order  to 
broaden  his  world. 

In  1969  Arnold  was  chosen  to  be 
the  leader  of  a  community 
organization  called  Operation 
Pride  which  started  effecting 
some  change  in  this  area.  While 
he  was  involved  with  this 
organization  he  met  a  student 
from  Purdue  Calumet  who 
played  a  great  role  in  his  life. 
That  student  helped  Arnold  by 
encouraging  him  to  seek  out  the 
answers  to  life  through  the 
university  —  this  university.  With 
help  from  people  in  the  ad¬ 


ministration  and  from  faculty 
members  and  after  taking  a 
General  Education  Development 
test,  Arnold  was  able  to  enter 
Purdue  Calumet  in  1969. 

While  attending  classes  in 
Humanities  here  part  time,  in 
1970  Arnold  was  ordained  a 
minister  by  E.  Charles  Carson 
and  C.T.  Vivian  after  attending 
an  urban  training  center. 
Reverend  Arnold  Ridgell  is  now 
the  assistant  minister  at  the  First 
Institutional  Baptist  Church  in 
Chicago.  Go  td  hear  him  preach 
someday.  He  talks  about  life. 

In  the  "white"  world,  before  he 
began  at  Purdue  Calumet,  Arnold 
had  at  least  3  strikes  against  him 
he  was  (and  still  is)  black  and 
confined  to  a  wheelchair  and  he 
didn't  have  a  high  school 
diploma.  Yet  his  love  for  people 
was  returned  to  him.  Some 
people  had  enough  love  to  help 
him  get  into  this  university.  And 
to  him,  that's  something  he's 
grateful  for  and  proud  of. 

Arnold  Ridgell  is  more  than 
just  an  interesting  student  of 
Purdue  Calumet.  He's  a  minister, 
a  father,  a  husband,  a  poet,  and 
above  all,  a  lover  of  people.  A 
knower  of  pain.  A  lover  of  life.  A 
giver.

I've  been  asked  to  defend  God 
from  the  traditional  Judeo 
Christian  point  of  view.  I  un¬ 
derstand  that  there  will  be  others 
as  well  writing  their  views  on  this 
subject.  To  attack  them  would  be 
futile  in  the  space  allotted  me,  so 
I  propose  to  show  some  of  the 
things  that  all  of  us  would  have  in 
common. 

Faith  is  the  corner  stone  for 
any  position.  One  might  not 
agree,  but  with  some  further 
explanation,  I  will  prove  my 
position.  An  Agnostic  asserts 
uncertainty  for  the  future  while 
the  Atheist  declares  no  belief  in 
God  or  eternity  at  all.  But  both 
have  substitute  "faiths".  The 
Atheist  believes  in  the  here  and 
now,  as  does  the  Agnostic.  Each 
is  afraid  to  believe  in  the  next 
moment  or  for  that  matter 
eternity,  yet  they  both  live  as 
though  there  is  going  to  be 
another  tomorrow  or  at  least 
some  type  of  future  ahead.  In  this 
way,  they  have  asserted  some 
faith  which  they  have  denied 


having.  This  limited 
acknowledgement  of  their 
"faith"  thus  destroys  the 
positions  they  would  take.  For 
they  have  placed  their  trust  in 
something  that  is  outside  and 
independent  of  themselves.  This 
is  the  first  step  of  faith. 

Deists  and  Cult  followers  would 
not  deny  their  faith,  for  they  have 
merely  replaced  it,  like  the 
Agnostic  and  the  Atheist,  in  some 
other  "religion." 

This  still  doesn't  answer  the 
main  question  of  why  we  should 
place  our  faith  in  God.  This  leads 
me  to  my  second  point.  Faith  is 
irrational.  It's  as  irrational  for 
me  to  assume  that  there  is  going 
to  be  a  God  to  reward  me  as  it  is 
to  assume  that  there  will  be 
another  hour.  Yet,  there  are 
many  who  will  assert,  beyond  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt,  that  the  sun 
will  rise  again.  Yet  logically 
speaking,  both  assertions  are 
absurd  and  both  are  based  upon 
faith.  The  faith  shown  in  both 
cases  comes  from  experience. 
The  sun  has  always  shone. 
Therefore,  there  will  be  another 
day.  Because  an  event  has  been

Shut  my  eyes 
and  put  my  fingers  in  my  ears? 

It  was  agony  forcing  out  all 
those  nasty  thoughts  that  would 
try  to  creep  into  my  mind.  Those 
bad,  unclean  thoughts.  I  could 
seldom  make  it  from  confession 
on  Saturday  to  communion  on 
Sunday  with  a  clean  soul. 

How  God  must  have  hated  me. 

But,  my  child,  God  doesn't 


experienced,  if  becomes 
believable.  This  is  called  the 
"scientific  method".  Yet  it  too  is 
based  upon  faith  and  is  absurd. 
Then,  are  we  to  say  that  science 
is  to  be  done  away  with?  I  don't 
think  so,  nor  do  I  believe  that 
faith  can  be  eliminated  either. 
Therefore,  faith  must  stand  even 
though  it  is  irrational.  (One 
might  not  know  why  something 
happens,  but  through  ex¬ 
perimentation  one  can  attest  to 
the  fact  that  it  does  exist.  So  is  it 
with  faith.) 

This  leads  me  to  my  third  point.
